6. Powerto relax :—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary orexpedient so to do, it m ty by order, for 
reasons to bo recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions t of these 
rules with respect to anj class cr category of persons, 

7. Savings Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of a. e limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special caiegorics of persons in accordance with the orders issuedqy the Central 

Government from time to time in this regard.
